George W. Culver, chief of police 
shot and instantly killed himself last 
^ night (Wednesday) in the presence 
of his wife, mother-in-law and Mrs. 
Richie at the Parks Airdome theater. 
The awful tragedy came like a clap 
of thunder from a clear sky and 
shocked and astounded every body 
that knew him. 
It appears that Culver about five 
minutes before he so tragically took

in conversation with Mrs. Will Richie 
the ticket seller, when his wife, ac­ 
companied

whereupon Culver drew his gun and 
quick as thought placed the muzzle 
to his head and fired the fatal shot. 
It is difficult at this time to form­ 
ulate a statem ent in detail of the ex­ 
pressions used, and things enacted 
rebating to the tragedy of the kill­ 


ing. At the best we can ascertain his 
wife asked her husband to go home, 
the latter drew his revolver and Mrs. 
Culver 
grabbed 
him 
evidently 
di­ 
vining his awful intent, but too late. 
The shot was fired, the officer fell 
dead. 
Officer Jim Adair rushed to the 
scene and helped Mrs. Culver back 
to her home at the Central hotel. 
The shock of her husband’s aw­ 
ful act had nearly prostrated the 
woman who fainted twice on the way 
to the hot*:*!. 
Deputy W. B. Adair, W alter Goyne, 
were on the scene of the tragedy 
quickly after the deed was done. 
Deputy W. B. Adair phoned for 
Justice

who 
responded 
on 
the instant and a jury was summon­ 
ed, and turned over to the under­ 
takers. 
This morning (Thursday) at eight 
o‘clock the corotter’s jury heard the 
evidence in Justice Brown’s office 
and returned the verdict that George 
W. Culver came to his death by a 
pistol shot in his own hands. The 
verdict in full is here given.

SUN’S RATS IS TNE CHUSE 


World-Famous Scientist and Aviator 


Meets Untimely End. 


Leichlingen, Rhenish Prussia, July 
13.—Falling through space a dis­ 
tance of nearly one thousand feet, 
Oscar Erbsloeh, noted aeronaut and 
inventor, winner of the international 
balloon race held in America in 1907 
and one of the most promising of 
German experimenters in aerial flight 
and four companions were dashed to 
death today in a field near Opladen 
The others killed were: Herr Toelle, 
manufacturer of Barmen; 
Engi­ 
neers Hoeppe and Granz and the 
motorman. Spicks. 
Only peasants saw the tragic end 
of the flight of the dirigible balloon 
Erbsloeh, which, after a series of 
unfortunate accidents since its con­ 
struction a year ago, had recently 
been refitted for passenger service. 
They had observed the balloon a 
short time before as it swung grace­ 
fully in the air. Soon it disappeared 
in the fog and shortly a loud explo­ 
sion was heard and a crumpled mass 
fell like a plummet to the earth. 
Men Burned In Wreck. 
So terrible was the force of the 
fall, the gondola was smashed to 
splinters, the motor was buried deep 
in the sod, while the five men were 
crushed and torn almost beyond rec­ 
ognition. 
•Experts who examined the wreck­ 
age afterward, declared that the ben­ 
zine tank had burst. The rubber en­ 
velope had been torn to shreds and 
the bow collapsed. Nearby was found 
a sad memento of the disastrous 
trip. It was a leaf from the note book 


of Engineer Hoeppe, containing a f 
short record of the journey. There 
were only a few words: 
‘ Departed Hall 9:04; ascended air 
9:09. thick fog northward. Cannot 
see earth; sun 
breaks 
through; 
heavy fog below us. Elevating planes 
sloped downward; altitude 280 meters 
(916 feet) at 9:14.” 
This is the sole record of the last 
voyage of the Erbsloeh. Other de*' 
tails will never be learned. Peasants 
near the scene of the catastrophe 
say that they heard the propellers 
working. 
They 
fired v revolvers 
in 
order to indicate to the aeronauts, 
then hidden in the fog, that they 
were in the neighborhood of houses 
Then the explosion occurred and they 
saw the broken mass hurling down­ 
ward. 
Fall Terrific. 
The fall of the giant balloon was 
terrific. Its gondola, in which the 
victims were riding, was broken to 
bits and the motors were entirely 
buried in the earth. 
^ 
This is the worst aerial disaster of 
a decade, and It is ackno^gdgad that 
it will cause less activity gfljroe tak­ 
en in aerial craft in the ifctpre. A 
hard blow has been givjn 
new 
sport of “sky joy riding. 
• 
Erbsloeh was piloting th* |^klloon 
at the time of the accident^, He was 
generally accerdited willy being next 
to Count Zeppelin. 
* . 
He has made many daring aod,#suc- 
cessful flights. In 1897 in the an­ 
nual aerial races of the American 
Aero club at St. Louis he won the 
championship, and the internation­ 
al cup which had been taken at Par­ 
is the year before by Lieut. Frank 
P. Lahm. At that time Erbsloeh cov­ 
ered a distance of 376 miles. 
In February, 1909, Erbsloeh made 
a remarkable balloon trip across the 
Alps. His balloon, the Berlin, made 
a remarkable trip. It remained in 
the air 30 hours and was at a max­ 
imum altitude of 18,000 feet. An av­ 
erage temperature of about 12 de­ 
grees below zero was encountered on 
that trip. 


TO WORK ZINC FIELDS. 


Lease Made Covering Valuable Lands 
Near Davis, Ok. 


Davis, Ok., July 13.—A lease was 
made Tuesday by C. L. McGuire of 
this place to Augustine & Cochran 
of some very valuable zinc lands in 
the Arbuckle zinc field. Augustine & 
Cochran are large operators in the 
Kansas zinc fields. They contracted 
to begin work on the land tam 
ately and to construct a 200-ton zinc 
reducing mill within ninety days. 
This field has been worked indif­ 
ferently with inexperienced help and 
has been rather slow to come to the 
notice of men of means sufficient to 
erect modern machinery and plants 
to make a success of the venture. 
G. W. Benge of Tahlaquah is now 
in the field looking for leases and 
a location for a plant. - 
Prof. Gould of the sta^e university 
has a crew of mi aerologists and ge­ 
ologists in the field making notes 
and examinations for reports he is 
preparing for this district to 
be 
published soon.

Fort Smith, Ark., July 13.—Federal 
Judge Rogers today handed down „ 
decision in the ease of the United 
States et a1..

Express Company, in which he rules 
that the mandamus asked for by the 
complainant to compel the express 
company to receive liquor shipments 
into that part of Oklahoma formerly 
known as Indian Territory shall be 
issued. 
The opinion, which fills twenty- 
Seven closely typewritten pages, is 
of much importance, as express com­ 
panies of Arkansas have refused to 
take packages containing liquor to 
ship into the Indian Territory part 
of Oklahoma on the ground that such 
shipments were prohibited by a sec­ 
tion of the enabling act 


duties and powers of other 
states, the enabling act notwithstand­ 
ing. This being the case, the ship 
mqnts of liquor into Oklahoma from 
outside states comes under the inter­ 
state commerce act, and under this 
act the express companies must ac­ 
cept the liquor for shipment, provid­ 
ing all other requirements of the law 
are complied with. 
The principal question which the 
court had to decide in ruling in the 
case was whether the enabling act 
repealed .the section of the act of. 
Jan. 30, 1897, which prohibited the i 
shipment otf liquor into the then In­ 
dian Territory. According to the de­ 
cision of the court the enabling act 
did repeal this section, and there­ 
fore the question of the shipment of 
the liquor came under the interstate 
commerce lawf. He further ruled that I 
liquor was a commodity and there- 
fore under the interstate commerce 
aw must be accepted by the ex­ 
press company for shipment. The 
complainants asked for a premptory 
mandamus and a demurrer and an­ 
swers were filed by the defendants 
and the case submitted on its merits.
